WOULD ALTER LAWS. 


Chicago Official Recommends 
Changes in Mail Rules. 


NEW ORK, Oct. 2..~Important 
changes in the laws governing the hand- 
ling of second-class mail matter were 
recommended in a statement by John M. 
Hubbard, Assistant Postmaster of Chi-. 
cago, Which was read today by the Pos- 
ta] Commission, investigating that sub- 
ject in this city. Mr. Hubbard recom- 
mended: 

“That second-class mail matter be 
made self-sustaining. . 

“That a law obliging bulk matter to 
ve carried outside of the. mails would 
go a long way toward solving the prob- 


lem, 

“That if these two propositions are re- 
jected, the rates on bulk packages be 
increased to 2 cents a pound to news 
agents and dealers and to 3 cents a 
pound to subscribers, advertisers and 
exchanges. 

“The abolition of the sample copy 
privileges, the transient rate of postage 
and the compulsory routing of second- 
class matter by publishers. 

“The. passage ofa stringené ‘aw to 
punish violators of the law.” — 

Mr. Hubbard's statement argued that 
a self-sustaining rate would remove the 
deficit in the Postoffice Department, en- 
able Congress to increase the pay of 
deserving employes, cheapen the cost of 
administering the department, and make 
the Apion independent of the depart- 
ment. 3 
The carrying of bulk outside the mails, 
the statement declared. would result in 
immense saving to the department and 
it is thought that’ the publishers can 
make better terms with the transporta- 
tion companies, than with the depart- 
ment. f

efforts to arrest President Smith since 
admissions he made before the Senate 
Committee during the investigation of 
the Smoot case. President Smith ar- 
rived in Salt Lake City two days ago 
from Europe. He had learned that an 
attempt had been made to arrest him on 
Statutory charges in connection with 
the birth of his forty-third child. That 
complaint was made from a distinctly 
anti-Mormon source. 
. The County Attorney, who refused to 
prosecute the Mormon official, was 
cited to appear’in court and show cause 
why he should not be compelled to 
prosecute. After the hearing the Court 
held that the complainant offered no 
evidence that the mother of the child 
was not the wife of President Smith. 
The citation was issued on the petition 
of Charles Mostyn Owens, who has been 
active -in -gathering the testimony 
against Senator Smoot in the proceed- 
ings before the United States Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections.

The insurgents of the East St. Louis! 


City Council have ordered City At- 
torney Joyce to perfom an impossibil- 
ity. He cannot obey the Council's or- 
ders unless he violates the State 
laws.

COPPER 20 CENTS, 
HIGHEST IN Yeh 


———— <> --—_-_-—- 


Despite Enormous Production 
There Is Practically a Fam- 
ine of the Metal. 


Special to the Post-Dispaten., 

NEW (YORK, Oct. 2.—Copper metal 
has reached 2 cents a pound, the high- 
est price it has touched in 24 years. 
incident caused widespread interest to- 
day, not only in Wall street, but 
throughout the metal trade in this coun- 
trys ad Europe. 

It was particularly confusing to the 
followers of Thomas sawson, who 
last sprine declared that the price ol 
| copper was held up by a speculative cor- 
;ner and that the price would within a 
}short time break to 12 and be followed 
by an enormous smash in the ecvpyer 
securities, Exactly the reverse has hap- 
pened. 

The price of copper has peen steadils 
advancing both in this country and in 
Europe and, despite the enormous pro- 
duction which: the high price for the 
metal has stimulated there is practically 
a copper famine both in this country and 
in Europe. A high authority in the cop- 
per trade told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the entire stock of copper In 
the London market available for com- 
mercial ubes was only 3315 tons. The de- 
mand is many times greater. 

Copper yesterday sold at 
the highést since the famous 
corner. when prices went as 
£105 a ton. 

A Wall street authority made the 
statement today that, taking the present 
selling price of copper and the low price 
of 1992 as a basis for calculation, the 
present price means additional profits 
Of $90,000,000 a year to the copper com- 
panies of the United States. Accord- 
ing to the same authority, the country 
will produce one billion pounds this 
year, which he regards as the maximum 
estimate. . 

If it were possible to raise the produc- 
tion 200,000 000 pounds before the first of 
next vear, he declares that his firm 
could sell the surplus copper at once and 
there would not be more than a trac- 
tional recession in the price. 

Producers are in a position today to 
force the price up several cents a pound. 

The demanad for copper on the part of 
Europe was more urgent last week than 
it has beén at any time this yesr. For- 
eign consumers are  stampeding the 
market with supplies, but are getting 
only a small percentage of the tonnage 
they are asking for.
